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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 11, 14-15, 17, and 22-29 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to teach an 
elongated resistance tube stretchable along its entire length having at least one handle 
secured to the tube, a flexible engagement member having a length, a channel 
extending along the length, the channel slidably engaged to the tube, the engagement 
member including and adjustable portion allowing the first and second ends of the 
engagement member to be releasably fastened. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach 
the combination of an elastic tube slidably engaging a channel on a user engaging strip. 
Prior art device teach elastic tubes through a channel, but teach away from having them 
slidably move with respect to the channel. Other devices teach a tube slidably 
engaging a channel of an engagement member, but teach away from having the tube 
be elastic. With respect to Rawlings (U.S. 2,035,010), Van Balleogie (5,336,151), and 
Vernon (6,659,921), note the discussions of the prior art deficiencies in the response 
filed 06/21/2006 under the section titled remarks. With respect to Bosch (4,441 ,707) 
note the discussion of the prior art deficiencies in the response filed 12/20/2005 under 
the section titled Remarks. With respect to Chen (6,648,804) note the response filed 
07/21/2005 under the section title Remarks.
